Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on 9/5/2003, has been entered and acknowledged by the

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
that a shadow mask has a frame made of a pair of long frames supported by a pair of short 
frames with a substantially-triangular bent part formed to protrude toward the shadow mask. 

Regarding claims 2-8, claims 2-8 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1.
